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Heavy Snowstorms Blast 


Central, Eastern States 


A ferocious E ast Coast snowstorm, reduced to an 
innocent light snowfall by early today, left South Boston 
apartment dwellers without power or heat and bottled 
up traffic from the southern Appalachians to Vermont. 
Schools 
were 
closed 
Wednesday 
in 
B o s t o n , 
Philadelphia and Baltimore. 
A 3,500-resident public housing project in South Boston 
went without heat or power throughout the storm. Heat 
was restored by late Wednesday but electricity was still 
out early today. 
The Red Cross set up a temporary shelter and a 
nearby church served hot dinners. 
By midnight, snow emergency bans were lifted 
throughout the East. Schools had closed at midday and 
most evening events had been canceled. 
Vermont collected up to 12 inches of snow during the 
storm’s reign. W estern M assachusetts got up to IO 
inches and six inches fell in Boston. New York City and 
Albany, N.Y., each had their heaviest snowfalls of the 
season. 
Another storm barreled through the Midwest, but at 
less intensity. Traffic on Chicago expressways slowed 
and major delays kept would-be passengers waiting 
extra-long 
at

Blowing, drifting snow forced school closings in 
Minnesota. Motorists were warned to think twice before 
driving anywhere on the slow-clogged streets. 
More than 50 inches of powder snow fell at Sun Valley, 
Idaho. The snowfall was believed responsible for the 
death of a skier whose body was found in a steep gulch 
behind one of the regular ski hills. 
Snow also fell early today in northern Texas, the mid 
and upper Mississippi Valley, the Great Lakes and the 
Ohio 
Valley. 
The National 
W eather Service 
issued 
travelers’ 
advisories for parts of northeast New Mexico, northern 
Texas, 
Illinois, 
Kentucky 
and 
the 
mountains 
of 
Maryland and Virginia. 
Wichita Falls, Tex., Chicago, Grand Rapids, Mich., 
Milwaukee, Wis., and Syracuse, N Y., each reported an 
inch of snow on the ground. 
Freezing rain and drizzle led the weather service to 
issue travelers’ advisories in northern New Jersey and 
southeast New York. 
Fog settled over most of the Gulf and lower Atlantic 
Coast states, dropping visibility to near zero. 
Eastern Oregon was also under advisories because of 
snowfall. 
Early morning tem peratures ranged from 22 below 
zero at Butte, Mont., to 73 at Miami, Fla.

Ford’s Economic Proposals Face 
Mounting Opposition In Congress

top economic advisers to the 
White House for strategy talks 
today as his disputes with the 
heavily Democratic 94th Con­ 
gress mounted. 
Among the disputes were food 
stamps for the poor, military 
aid for Turkey and the first 
step in Ford’s energy-economy 
program —a tariff on imported 
oil. 
Among those conferring with 
Ford were Treasury Secretary 
W illiam 
Simon, 
economic 
counselor 
William 
Seidman, 
chairman Arthur Burns of the 


Federal Reserve Board and 
Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank Zarb. 
Here is how the controversies 
stood: 
—In 
the 
past 
two 
days, 
Congress has voted to block for 
the rest of this year Ford’s 
order raising the amount the 
poor must pay to obtain food 
stamps. The order was part of 
Ford's effort to cut federal 
spending. The votes were 374-38 
in the House and 76-8 in the 
Senate, more than enough to 
override a presidential veto. An 
aide said Ford is not likely 
to fight the action. 
—The House voted, 309-114, 
Wednesday to block for 90 days

Pair Faces Multiple 
Charges After Arrest 


City Police called for help 
from the Rush County Sheriff’s 
department in jailing two men 
early Wednesday night. 
The report states a car with 
two men was observed by of­ 
ficers on patrol making a U-turn 
at the intersection of 10th and 
Benjamin at 9:30 p.m. 
The 
motorist became stuck while 
making the turn, got his car 
loose, and took off at a high rate 
of speed with the patrol car in 
pursuit. 
With the aid of a street block 
by another officer, the car was 
finally stopped, and the driver, 
Isom B. Lewis, 25, 
1216 N. 
Cherry Street, and his com­ 
panion, Dallas R. McClain, 26, 
512 E. 8th Street, were placed 
under arrest and taken to the 
county jail. 
The report states Lewis was 
very 
uncooperative, abusive, 
boistous, and threatening, and 
the two officers called for help 
An off-duty police captain, three 
deputy sheriffs, and a special 
deputy came to the scene and 
helped with he arrest. 
Lewis was charged with 


fleeing a police officer, reckless 
driving, disorderly conduct, and 
resisting arrest. 
McClain was charged with 
disorderly conduct and resisting 
or interfering with ail officer. 


Tuesday night’s tire slashing 
spree by three juvenile suspects 
has hit a count of 59, according 
to word received from Rushville 
City Police last night. 
Mayor Raymond Gibson, who 
advised a reporter of the latest 
count, said police had been 
receiving complaints all day 
long 
Many people did not know 
their tires had been cut until 
they got ready to leave for work, 
he said. Some did not discover 
the vandalism until late af­ 
ternoon. 
Three juveniles, one 14 and 
the other two 15, have been 
charged with the vandalism by 
city police. One of them was 
placed in jail on charge of public 
intoxication, and the other two 
released to their parents for 
appearance in juvenile court. 
Mayor Gibson said he had 
received many calls from irate 


citizens over the incident, which 
also involved the slashing of a 
plastic 
“ greenhouse” 
and 
damage to a garage at one 
residence. 


The tire slashings occurred in 
the high 
school gymnasium 
parking lot and at residences on 
the north side of the city. Most of 
the vehicles vyere parked along 
the street or on the lot, but one 
garage was reportedly entered 
and two tires ruined. 
Mayor Gibson said most of 
those calling wanted to know 
why the police “ didn’t do 
som ething” about the tire 
slashing. He stated that with the 
apprehension of the suspects, 
they had done all they could do. 
“My men got the suspects. 
They admitted to the 
van­ 
dalism. That is all we can do. 
The rest is up to the courts,’’ the 
mayor said.

Ford’s

fiscal year. Sen. Barry Gold 
water, R-Ariz., called Ford’s 
budget “complete disaster.” 
Ford planned to spend the 
rest of this week in Washington 


—with perhaps a weekend at 
Camp David, 
Md., —before 
embarking again on his travels 
to seek support for his energy 
and economic proposals.

Bank Holding Companies Bill 
Gains Support In Committee 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
“yes” for bank expansion and a 
“no” for banning already begun 
construction of a nuclear power 
plant were the results of the 
Indiana House Rules Commit­ 
tee’s work Wednesday. 
The committee voted. 4-1, to 
recommend full House passage 
of a bill that would repeal 
Indiana’s 
law 
against 
mul­ 
tibank holding companies. 
Former state Sen. Robert D. 
Mahowald, D-South Bend, led 
the testimony on the banking 
bill. 
He 
and 
several 
other 
witnesses, mostly from smaller 
banks, testified that allowing 
banks 
to 
join 
in 
holding 
companies would increase com­ 
petition and destroy “pocket 
monopolies” 
that 
exist 
for 
many small banks in Indiana. 
The witnesses included several 
from small banks, including 
Robert Renner, president of the 
Citizens State Bank of Hartford 
City; John Kelly, president of 
the Midwest 
National 
Bank 
here, and David Sursa, former­ 
ly with the Indiana Department 
of Financial Institutions. 
Sursa said he had found that 
some small banks, he felt, 


provided a skimpy array of 
services, not offering drive-in 
windows, certificates of deposit, 
or in some cases even small 
consumer loans, like auto loans. 
Elton Geshweiler, president 
of the 1st Bank and Trust of 
Speedway, spoke for the In­ 
dependent Bankers Association 
of Indiana. He said the bill was 
“a 
special 
interest 
Marion 
County bill. The three largest 
bank holding companies are 
located right in Marion Coun­ 
ty.” 
The bill was sponsored by 
Reps. Donald T. Nelson, R- 
Indianapolis, and Catherine E. 
Van Arsdale, 
D-Indianapolis. 
Geshweiler said the proposal 
would concentrate too much 
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economic power in a few hands. 
He said that happened in New 
York State, where New York 
City banks were taking busi­ 
ness 
away 
from 
banks 
in 
Rochester, N.Y., after buying 
into some banks there. 
Spokesmen for the Indiana 
AFL-CIO and the Independent 
Insurance Agents of Indiana 
also opposed the bill. 
Rep. 
Craig 
Campbell, 
D- 
Anderson, a veteran of interim 
study committee hearings on 
the question, said it deserved to 
go to a full House vote. Rep. 
Walter J. Roorda, R-DeMotte, 
cast the one “no” vote. 
Rep. Gregory S. Reising, D- 
Gary, a sponsor of the bill to 
set up a “reserve” area along 
Indiana’s Lake Michigan shore 
in which building of nuclear 
plants would be banned, made 
the main presentation of that 
bill.

House Votes On Election Holiday Bill 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Every election day would 
be a public school holiday, under a bill the Indiana 
House passed Wednesday. 
The bill failed 
Tuesday for lack 
of a 51-vote 
constitutional m ajority. That vote was, 50-49. Wednesday 
a reconsideration motion won, 56-38, and the bill itself 
passed, 52-41, without debate and was sent to the Senate. 
Rep. Robert W. Gordon, DConnersville, sponsored the 
measure. There was considerable criticism of the bill 
Tuesday, but W ednesday only Reps. Samuel Reed, R- 
Muncie and Tham es Mauzy, R-Warsaw spoke briefly 
against it. 
Mauzy said students who are 18 and eligible to vote 
should be as responsible as adults. “ I have to vote in the 
morning before I go to work,” he said.

INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — An increase of about 4,200 
in the number of unemployment insurance claims was 
recorded last week in Indiana over the week before. 
Director John F. Coppes of the Indiana Employment 
Security Division said claims last week totaled 139,800 
compared with 135,600 the last previous week. 
The increase was largely in initial claims, from 
persons newly out of work. These were up about 3,000 to 
20.800 as various layoffs occurred, the largest a one- 
week layoff at Bloomington. Continued claims,, from 
persons out of work a week or more, rem ained almost 
constant and some scattered recalls to work were 
reported. 


Terre Haute Shooting Justified 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind. (UPI) — Justifiable homicide 
was ruled Wednesday in the death Jan. 16 of William 
Lamb Jr., 14, shot to death by police as he drove a 
speeding car through Terre Haute. 
George Her, deputy coroner for Vigo County, issued a 
report listing justifiable homicide as the cause of death. 
Lamb, driving his parents’ car, fled from a police after 
he ran a red light. 
A 22-minute chase ended when police fired at the car 
and Lamb was struck in the back of the head. The car 
then smashed into a parked truck along a Terre Haute 
street. 


Man Charged With Bank Robbery 


FORT WAYNE, Ind. (UPI) — A Fort W ayne man was 
arrested Wednesday on charges of using the threat of 
explosives to rob a branch bank here last April 23. 
Neil Newhard, 29, w as charged with the $6,950 robbery 
of the St. Joe Road Branch of the Peoples Trust Bank. 
He was held pending arraignment. 
Jam es F. Martin, agent in charge of the FBI for 
Indiana, said Newhard’s arrest resulted from a lengthy 
probe involving both FBI, Indiana state police and Allen 
County authorities. 
A lone bandit staged the early evening holdup last 
April, shoving a bomb-like device through a drive-up 
window at the bank and demanding money. The device 
turned out to be flares. 


Rioting In Wake Of Police Strike 


LIMA (UPI) — Soldiers patrolled the streets of the 
capital today and fired machine-gun bursts at looters in 
the wake of a police strike that escalated to full scale 
rioting. 
The left-wing m ilitary government of P eru imposed an 
overnight curfew and banned public gatherings of more 
than three persons. 
The violence began before dawn W ednesday with a 
brief and bloody clash between army troops and striking 
policemen barricaded in a stationhouse. 


No Dividend For American Motors 


DETROIT (UPI) — American Motors Corp., the 
smallest of the Big Four carmakers, said today it will 
pay no dividend for the first quarter—its first such 
action since the energy crisis hit the auto industry. 
Even during the industry’s new car sales slump, AMC 
previously paid a dividend of IO cents a share. 
The no dividend announcement came two days after 
AMC reported a $5.6 million loss for the three months 
ending Dec. 31. It was the first quarterly loss in a 
nonstrike year since early 1971. 


Bayh Heads Transportation Sub-Committee 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., was 
chosen Wednesday to head the T r a n s p o r t a t i o n 
Subcommittee of the Senate Appropriations Committee. 
“ I’m proud to have been selected by my colleagues to 
oversee and examine federal money spent in the 
transportation area,” Bayh said. 
Bayh said he was particularly interested in making 
sure that Indiana “is not shortchanged by federal efforts 
to stream line and consolidate railroads in the northeast 
and m idwest.” 
“We must also see that federal funds impounded by 
the Ford, Nixon and Johnson administrations are freed 
to build needed highways in Indiana and around the 
nation,” he said. “I will do all I can in my new position 
to

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Committee Knocks Out Attempt 
.To End Oil Depletion Allowance 
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Haig’s Enemies Conducting Extensive Hate Campaign?

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee has voted down the 
year’s first effort to end the oil 
depletion allowance. 
It had 
been added to President Ford’s 
quick tax cut bill. 
The House Rules Committee 
also separated another double- 
barreled measure Tuesday, a 
delay in Ford’s $3 per barrel oil 
import fee and a $36 billion 
increase in the national debt. 
„ The unsuccessful tactic was 
to force the President to accept 
legislation 
he 
did not like 
because he wanted and needed 
the other measures so badly 
that he would not veto them. 
Ways and Means had at­ 
tached the oil import delay to 
the 
national 
debt 
increase. 
Sources said the Democrats 
feared the tactic would backfire 
and they would be unable to 
override a veto, so on Monday 
the Rules committee decided 
the measures will be voted on 
separately. 
The Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee 
voted 
22-14 
Monday 
against an effort by Rep. Sam 
Gibbons, D-Fla., to attach a 
repeal of the $2.6 billion oil 
industry tax break to a pending 
quick tax cut bill 


Chairman Al Ullman, D-Ore, 
urged the committee to delay 
consideration of the depletion 
allowance until the committee 
takes up an energy tax package 
later this month. He said the 
depletion allowance issue would 
bog down a tax cut bill which 
he said is needed rapidly to 
stimulate the sagging economy. 
“To amend this bill in this 
way at this time would be a 
very grave error although I 
have 
publicly 
stated 
many 
times that I would support an 
end to the depletion allowan­ 
ce,” Ullman said. 
Rep. Abner Mikva, D-Ill., told 
the committee it was far past 
time to close “the single largest 
loophole that exists,” particu 
larly because it was consider­ 
ing business tax cuts which 
could mean a 
$200 million 
break for Exxon. In the final 
vote, Democrats voted 14-10 for 
repeal, but the 12 Republicans 
voted unanimously against the 
Gibbons proposal. 
Several liberals voted against 
repeal now although they said 
they would vote for it later. 
The committee has completed

Jackie At Bedside Of 
Seriously 111 Onassis 


ATHENS (UPI) 
— Greek 
shipping 
magnate 
Aristotle 
Onassis fought for his life today 
against a muscular disease, 
family sources said. His wife, 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis, 
and daughter, Christina, stayed 


a t his bedside. 
An official family spokesman 
played down the gravity of the 
illness and said the 69-year-old 
multimillionaire was suffering 
from influenza and unspecified 
complications. 
Mrs. Onassis, who married 
the stocky jetsetter in 1968, five 
years after the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy, 
flew from New York Monday to 
join 25-year-old Christina at 
their villa in suburban Athens 
“ He is suffering from influen­ 
za with complications but he is 
resting comfortably now and 
you 
can go home,” 
Nikos 
Conialides, 
industrialist 
hus­ 
band of Onassis’s sister Meropi, 
told newsmen Tuesday night. 
Other family sources said 
Onassis was suffering a relapse 
of myasthenia gravis, a disease 
that weakens the muscles. 
They said the illness first 
struck Onassis in November but 
was checked with cortisone 
treatments. It flared up five 


days ago, they said, threatening 
vital muscles and endangering 
his life. 
Christina, Onassis’ only sur­ 
viving child, has been at his 
bedside 
since 
the 
relapse, 
family sources said. Alexander, 
the son Onassis counted on to 
take over family business, died 
in a 1973 air crash at Athens 
airport. 
Black s Medical Dictionary 
defines myasthenia gravis as 
“a serious disorder of rare 
occurrence in which the chief 
symptoms are muscular weak­ 
ness and a special tendency for 
fatigue to come on rapidly 
when efforts are made ” 


A spokesman for the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association said 
the disease would be deadly if 
it caused fatigue of the heart or 
respiratory muscles. 


When the myasthenia first 
struck, Onassis used an alias to 
enter a New York hospital for 
several weeks of treatment, the 
sources said. 


Newspaper reports at the 
time said 
the disease 
had 
affected his eyelids and adhe­ 
sive tape was necessary to keep 
them open.

Haig’s name in uncomplimen­ 
tary headlines through his two 
months here.

—Haig’s appointment report­

Haig’s installation in Stuttgart, 
West Germany, as U.S. com­ 
mander. That story surfaced 
the day of the installation. 


—The daughters of two U.S. 
Army officers at SHAPE drew 
up an anti-Haig poll as part of 


a class exercise. One talked her 
father into copying the poll and 
circulating it in his office. A 
West German soldier leaked the 
story to a German newspaper,

escalated it into an 
organized anti-Haig campaign.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gov­ 
ernm ent farm economists are 
planning a new annual “eco­ 
nomic survey of agriculture’ 
designed to take some of the 
guesswork out of federal farm

and livestock forecasts. 
P lan s for the new su rv ey 
were disclosed when President 
Ford’s 
budget 
was 
sent 
to 
Congress on Monday. 
Kenneth Farrell, an official in 
the Agriculture D epartm ent’s 
Economic 
Research 
Service, 
said the new annual survey was 
planned because current data 
gathering system s often leave 
wide gaps in information on the 
farm economy. Those gaps in 
up-to-date 
knowledge 
about 
farm 
production 
costs 
and 
inventories leave “too much 
guesswork” 
in 
official 
esti­ 
m ates 
of 
costs 
and 
farm 
income, F arrell said 
At 
present, 
for 
exam ple, 
Farrell said departm ent econo­ 
mists have to base estim ates of 
farm 
spending 
for 
fuel 
on 
years-old surveys supplemented 
by patchwork reports picked up 
from industry sources. If the 


resulting estim ates are off, they 
could substantially reduce the 
accuracy of net farm income 
figures because fuel is a m ajor 
factor in farm prodution costs. 
Farrell said im proved data 
on items like fuel use and costs 
up-to-date crop inventories on 
farm s, 
livestock 
movement 
between farm s and sim ilar data 
will be gathered 
in a 
new 
annual survey. F o rd ’s budget 
for the year starting July 
proposes spending shout $2.6 
million for the first of the 
annual projects later this year. 
The survey, F arrell said, will 
be

checking 
representative cross sam ple of 
the nation’s farm s. The survey 
list will be tailored to focus

F B Asks Congress

In a statem ent prepared for 
p re se n ta tio n

S en ate 
Agriculture Committee hearing, 
Kuhfuss said the proposed in­ 
ternational monetary food fund 
should be supported by “all 
nations of the world.” 
Kuhfuss, an Illinois livestock 
p ro d u c e r, recom m ended the 
in te rn a tio n a l 
fund 
as 
an 
alternative to the establishm ent 
of a government-controlled food 
reserve. 
“ G o v e rn m e n t-c o n t r o ll e d 
reserves 
are 
completely 
in­ 
consistent with the objective of 
a m arket-oriented agriculture,” 
he said. 
“ Experience over the past 40 
y e a rs c le a rly shows 
th a t 
governm ent stocks hang over 
the m arket, and that the long­ 
run effect of such stocks is to 
depress the average level of 
farm prices and farm income. 
The b e st food re se rv e for 
Am erica and for the people of 
the world is the productive 
capacity of our land, the ability 
of the Am erican farm er, and the 
profit incentive system .” 
The F arm Bureau president 
told the Senators that farm ers, 
“cannot be expected to m ain­ 
tain 
full 
production 
of 
any 
com m odity in the absence of 


free access to the world m arket 
for that commodity. 
“ We stro n g ly oppose any 
proposal to lim it or control 
exports 
of 
U.S. 
agricultural 
commodities, and any future; 
cancellation of grain sales— 
such as the one in posed in the; 
fall of 1974,” he declared. 
“ We

im m ediate 
termination of all monitoring 
activities and prior approval 
requirem ents relative to foreign 
grain sales.” 
He told the Senators that 
existing law s providing for 
export controls or monitoring 
activities should be repealed. 
Kuhfuss said future govern­ 
ment farm program s should be 
designed and administered to 
enhance m arket opportunities, 
to the end that in the future 
farm ers will not be dependent 
on governm ent payments.

includes

Kuhfuss’ appearance at the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
hearing was his first since the 
A m erican 
F arm 
B ureau 
Federation’s annual m eeting in 
New Orleans last month. He 
p refaced 
his 
leg isla tiv e 
recom m endations 
w ith 
the 
statem ent that Farm Bureau is 
th e 
larg est 
g en eral 
farm 
organization in the U nited 
States with a m em bership of 
2,393,731 families in 49 states 
and Puerto Rico. He said the 
F arm Bureau represents far­ 
m ers who produce 
virtually 
every agricultural commodity

Deplores $200 Billion For Arms 


While Many People Need Food 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
president of the University of 
Notre Dame said today expres 
sions of inability to meet needs 
of the world’s hungry sound 
false in a world that spends 
more than $200 billion a year 
for armaments. 
The 
Rev. 
Theodore 
M. 
Hesburgh made the statement 
in a talk at a U. S. Bishops’ 
Bicentennial Committee hear­ 
ing at the Catholic University 
of America. 
“The food situation on this 
planet has never been more 
precarious,” 
Hesburgh 
said. 
“We in the developed world are 
consuming almost a ton of food 
grains 
annually 
per 
person 
while the poorest barely subsist 
on 400 pounds a year. 
“Some will say there is not 
enough money to help, but this 
rings false in a world that 
spends more than $200 billion 
for armaments each year.” 
Hesburgh said the need of the 
world today, 200 years after the 
Declaration of Independence, is 
a “Declaration of Interdepen 
dence.” 
The Notre Dame priest is 
chairman 
of 
the 
Overseas 
Development Council, a Wash­ 
ington-based private organiza 
tion 
which 
prom otes 
the 
interests 
of 
underdeveloped 
countries. 
He 
said 
human 
survival depends on develop­ 
ment of a new world perspec­ 
tive 
b a s e d 
on 
the 
interdependence of mankind.

Plentiful Fresh W in te r Pears

educational television industry 
is starting to zero in on tne task 
of teaching slow learners to 
read well. 
It is being done by letting the 
youngsters use electronic equip­ 
m ent to com pose their own 
illustrated teaching texts. 
Since the first educational TV 
system s were developed about 
a 
decade 
ago, 
mainly 
for 
colleges and vocational schools, 
about 
$1 
billion 
has 
been 
invested 
in 
ETV 
electronic 
hardware. The current market 
for the equipment is estim ated 
at $225 million a year, of which 
one-third goes for military and 
other vocational training, the 
rest for general education. 
The money estimates are far 
from 
precise 
because 
the 
business is so fragmented it s 
not easy to get figures. Several 
hundred companies sell hard 
ware or software for 
ETV, 
including such giants as RCA 
and 
W estinghouse 
E lectric 
Corp. 
Naturally, the first effort of 
the ETV pioneers was to use 
films, 
recordings 
and 
drill 
routines to speed up learning in 
more profitable technical cour­ 
ses. 
Gradually, 
the 
effort 
spread 
into 
teaching 
the 
humanities as well and filtered 
down 
into 
the 
gram m ar 
schools. 
Giving remedial reading in­ 
struction to dyslectic and slow 
learning children has been the 
roughest challenge of this era 
for teachers and school ad ­ 
ministrators. The idea of using 
ETV to meet this challenge 
occurred to educators rather 
soon but early efforts met with 
costly failures. The state of 
New York is reported to have

to 
develop its own ETV system for 
teaching reading at the grade 
school level before giving its 
approval to a system developed 
over 
seven 
years 
by 
LAD 
Electro-Systems, Inc., of Hicks­ 
ville, N Y., a maker of marine 
radar. 
The LAD system sells for 
$10,000 and can be used by IO to 
50 pupils, 
according 
to 
the 
specific task in hand.

sales 
manager, said initial use of the 
system 
in 
the 
schools 
of 
Rochester and Uniondale, N Y., 
had achieved substantial suc­ 
cess both in reading progress 
and in reducing almost to the 
van ish in g 
point 
disruptive 
behavior 
by 
pupils 
in 
the 
classroom . 
The 
state 
department 
of 
education published a booklet 
describing work with the LAD 
system 
and gave a 
sim ilar 
favorable verdict. 
The hardware which the state 
officials 
call 
the 
Graphic 


Expression 
System 
is 
used 
primarily 
to 
motivate 
slow 
learning children. By working 
with TV minicameras and with 
tapes to com pose their own 
learning m aterials, the slow 
learners 
get 
a 
much more 
realistic self-im age, says Do 
rothy 
Dietrich 
of 
Uniondale 
schools, who wrote the text for 
the state booklet. 
“That helps make them want 
to 
learn 
to 
read 
well,” 
explained Miss Lazar, “and the 
equipment

The typical procedure is for a 
teacher and a 
group of IO 
children to pick a set of topics 
With the help of librarians, the

expansive 
monetary policy than it has 
heretofore,” said Leif Olsen, 
chief economist at First Nation­ 
al City Bank. 
Olsen said other recent action 
by 
the 
Fed, 
including 
the 
lowering of the amount of cash 
banks must keep in reserve to 
cover deposits and the purchase 
of government securities, has 
had greater influence in creat­ 
ing more money for commer­ 
cial loans.

dwindling demand for loans.
